Contrary to all expectations the de- 
bate on the budget was continued into 
this week. It can scarcely be said 
that there was any necessity for this 
but the result was that two or three 
prominent members of the Liberal 
party, who would not otherwise have 
spoken, made very valuable contribu- 
tions to the debate and disposed very 
effectually of some specious arguments 
offered by their opponets. 


Mr. Nesbitt of Oxtord. 

Mr Nesbitt, who succeeded Mr. 
Smith, of Oxford, discussed financial 
problems from the standpoint of a man 
of common sense. He first disposed of 
the contention of Mr. Foster that the 
cost of floating loans was greater than 
formerly, and showed very clearly that 
if there was any difference it was in 
the method. Mr. Nesbitt favored the 
system of under writing loans, which 
secured beyond any peradventure, the 
money to the country borrowing. He 
shéwed also that Canada had secured 
batter terms in the money market than 
Japan, Russia or Germany during the 
Same period. Allot this he placed to 
the credit of the finance minister. 

Mr. Nesbitt proceeded to show the 
fallacy of the argument advanced by 
the, Opposition that money at cal) 
could be borrowed in New York at 1 and 
14 per cent., and to demonstrate that 
such loans were forced, and the con- 
ditions under which they were made 
were very different from theconditions 
under which the finance minister of 
Canada applied to tbe money market. 
Concluding «a very able address, Mr. 
Nesbitt saw nothing alarming ip the 
nancial conditions. He thought the 
farmers were prosperous, and would 
not object to elight duties for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue to develop the 
other portions of the Dominion, and 
the result would be general advance- 
ment and prosperity. 

Mr. tienderson of Halton. 

Mr. Henderson, of Halton, followed 
and advocated hich protection, but his 
speech was mainly directed at the pre- 
sent Government for retaining high 
duties on articles of general consump: 
tion, although strangely enough he 
stated distinctly that the present Gov- 
ernment had not materially changed 
the tariff from what it was in Conser- 
vative days. He concluded by de 
uOupncing it as being too high, but he 
advocated making it much higher ip 
instances.

Grand Trunk Pacific Loan. 


On the second reading of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific loan bill, Mr, Borden 
presented the arguments against the 
original charter which he gave the 
House in 1903-04 

Hon. G. P. Graham, Minister of Rail- 
ways and Cauals, spoke of the great 
necessity for the Grand Trunk Pacific 
That thirty years ayo not one bushel of 
vyheat came from a district now pro: 
ducing 100,000,000 bushels. He be 
lieved that the day of 31 wheat was 
over, and in future wheat would reazh 
3150 aud not go below it. 

The minister said that since the in- 
ception of the Grand Trunk Pacitic 
15,389 homesteads have been taken up 
in a strip of land 24 miley wide, 12 on 
either side of the railway, equal to 
2,461,928 acres. 

Referring tothe extra cost of the 
railway from that originally estimated, 
the minister gave the example of the 
Panama canal, originally estimated to 
cost $140,000,000, which is now said 
will cost $375,000,000: and the New 
York Erie canal, the criginal estimate 
of which was $61,536,788, afterwards 
estimated to cost 100,000,000. 

The loan to the Grand Trunk Pacific 
is a plain business proposition. ‘The 
Government loansthem the money and 
takes the company’s bonds. ‘These 
bonds are guaranteed by the’old Grand 
Trunk Company. The Dominion can- 
not allow the Grand Trunk Pacitic to 
fail, it must be assisted so that the 
people may quickly reap the advant- 
ages of the transportation facilities 
thus provided. Mr. Graham conclud-

In the 
shade the temperature would be usu- 
ally from 85 to 100 degrees, but there 
was always a breeze blowing, and the 
dryness of the air cooled one off quite 
rapidly as soon as one got out of the 
sun, It was always cold in the morn- 
ing when we started out at the first 
peep of light, and we were usually 
shivering for a few minutes prior to

Deduction. 


OTTAWA NEWS, 


Contrary to all expectations the de- 
bate on the budget was continued into 
this week. It can scarcely be said 
that there was any necessity for this 
but the result was that two or three 
prominent members of the Liberal 
party, who would not otherwise have 
spoken, made very valuable contribu- 
tions to the debate and disposed very 
effectually of some specious arguments 
offered by their opponets. 

Mr. Nesbitt of Oxtord. 

Mr Nesbitt, who sueceeded Mr. 
Smith, of Oxford, discussed financial 
problems from the standpoint of a man 
of common sense. He first disposed of 
the contention of Mr. Foster that the 
cost of floating loans was greater than 
formerly, and showed very clearly that 
if there was any difference it was in 
the method. Mr. Nesbitt favored the 
system of under writing loans, whith 
secured beyond any peradventure, the 
money to the country borrowing. He 
showed also that Canada had secured 
better terms in the money market than 
Japan, Russia or Germany during the 
same period. Allot this he placed to 
the credit of the finance minister. 

Mr. Nesbitt proceeded to show the 
fallacy of the argument advanced by 
the Opposition that money at call 
could be borrowed in New York at 1 and 
14 per cent., and to demonstrate that 
such loans were forced, and the con- 
ditions under which they were made 
were very different from theconditions 
under which the finance minister of 
Canada applied to tbe money market. 
Concluding «a very able address, Mr. 
Nesbitt saw nothing alarming in the 
Unancial conditions. He thought the 
farmers were prosperous, and would 
not object to slight duties for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue to develop the 
other portions of the Dominion, and 

‘the result would be general advance- 
ment and prosperity.

Mr. Campbell announced himself as 
an uncompromising protectionist and 
further stated that every body in the 
House in 1881 understood that the tax 
exemption clause in the Canadian Pa- 
cific charter was meant to expire ip 
twenty years. Mr, Campbell was pro- 
ceeding to speak of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific loan, and gave reasons why he 
opposed it, when the Speaker called 
him to order, and would not allow any 
discussion on a matter that was yet on 
the order pap2r. He proceeded to com: 
bat the idea that the Grand Trunk #a- 
cific was a colonization road, alleging 
that Mr. Turriff, of Assinboia, had 
said that in his riding this road parel- 
leled another for vighty miles, As the 
Graud Trunk Pacific dovs not go into 
Mr. Turriff’s riding at all, this parti- 
cular statement had uo point. 





Mr. McLean of Huron. 


Mr. M. Y. McLean, of South Huron, 
is a new member and made his maiden 
speech on the budget.

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WORSHIP THE SHARKS| 


South Sea Islanders Fear Them 
as the Abode of Ghosts. 





HOLD SOULS OF THEIR DEAD. 





The Natives Offer Gifts and Food, 
Sometimes Human, to Appease the 


Man Eaters—The Hawaiians Used to 


Feed Their Dead to the Monsters. 


In vtew of the wide distribution of 
sharks and their strength and ferocity, 
qualities which appealed to the savage 
mind, it is not strange that the cuit of 
shark worship should have arisen. This 
worship {is especially common in the 
south seas, where sharks are very nu- 
merous, says the Detroit Free Press. 

In the Solomon islands living sacred 
objects are chiefly sharks, alligators, 
snakes, ete. Sharks are in all these is- 
lands very often thought to be the 
abode of ghosts, as natives will at 
times before their death announce that 
they will appear as sharks. Afterward 
any shark remarkable for size or color 
which is observed to haunt a certain 
shore or rock is taken to be some one’s 
ghost, and the uname of the deceased is 
given to it. 

Such a one was Sautahimatawa at 
Ulawa, a dreaded man eater, to which 
offerings of porpoise teeth were made. 
At Saa certain food, such as cocoanuts 
from certain trees, is reserved to feed 
such a ghost shark, and there are cer- 
tain men of Whom it is known that 
after death they wil be in = sharks. 
These, therefore, ave allowed to eat 
such food in the sacred place. In Saa 
and Ulawa if a sacred shark had at- 
tempted to nan and he had 
escaped the people would be so much 
afraid of the shork’s anger that they 
would throw the man back in the sea 
to he drowned. ‘These shagks also were 
thoneht to afd in enatehing the bonito, 
for taking which supernatural power 
was necessary. 

In the Banks islands a shark may 
be a tangaron, a sorteef familiar spirit 
or the abode of one, Some years ago 
Mapurwer, son ef Mata, the chief man 
in Vanuna Lava, had such a shark, He 
had given money to a Manwo man to 
send it to him. It was very tame and 
would come up to him when he went 
down to the beach at Nawono and 
follow along in the surf as he walked 
aiong the shore. In the New ITebrides 
rome men have the power, the natives 
believe, of charcing themselves into 
sharks, 

The Samoan nitive belleved that his 
gods appeared in some visible inear- 
nation, aud the particular thing in 
which it was in the habit of appear- 
ing was to him an object of venera- 
tion. Many worshiped the shark in 
this way, and while they would freely 
partake of the gods of others they 
felt that death would be the penalty

should they eat their own god, The 
god was suppesed to ayenge the in- 
sult by taking up his abode in the 


offendegs body and causing to gen- 
erate there the very thing which he 
had eaten until it produced death. In 
one village Taema, the war god, was 


present in a bundle of shark’s teeth. | 


These curiosities were done up in a 
piece of native cloth and consulted be- 
fore going to battle. If the bundle 
felt heavy that was a bad omen, but 
if light the sign was good, and off they 
went to the fight.

He melted some wax in a commen 
glass tumbler.

He accordingly placed a 
cork in a tumbler and poured hot shoe- 
makers’ wax upon it. The wax hard- 
ened with the cork at the bottom. Yet 
when Lord Kelvin looked at the bot- 
tom of the glass in a day or two he 
found the cork had disappeared. It 
wes somewhere in the mass of wax 
and probably rising very slowly,- but 
surely, toward the top. Sure enough, 
after a given period of time the cork 


wax, and finally it rose to a point where 
it remained half imbedded in the wax, 
just as it would have done in a glass 
of water. It rose no higher than this, 
however, and a corkscrew probably 
would not have pulled it from the wax. 
Yet its own buoyancy had raised it up 


un impenetrable mass of wax, 
This, in fact, is the peculiarity of 


shoemakers’ wax—that it resists all 
sudden or quick movements, but 1s 
highly susceptible to very slow and 


| 
prolonged pressure, If you pressed a 


flatiron hard dowv on a lump of wax 
on a table it is probable you would 
|} miake no impression on it, but if you 
(left that iron resting on the wax for a 
| day or two you would find the lump 
tlattened out under the fron. So curi- 
‘ous is this property of the wax that 
‘tuning forks have been cast from 
|pleces of it. These forks were capa- 
vie of vibration, giving a musical note 
,and being set going by vibration from 
/unother tuning fork, yet when one of 
| them was laid across the open mouth 
'of a jar it slowly collapsed and fell 
| into the jar in a shapeless, sticky 
| mass.

The worship of sharks was 
due largely to the fact that the belief 
in the transmigration of souls is quite 
general among the Volynesians, and 
the Ilawaiians would feed their dead 
to the Mfarks under the supposition 
that in this way the seul of the dead 
would enter the sharks and so anitnuate 
the latter as to jue ile them to respect 
the bodies of the living, 

Several of the African tribes 
worship the shark. Vhree or four times 
in the year they celebrate the festival 
of the shark, whieh done in this 
wise: They all row out in their boats 
to the middle of the river, where they 
invoke, with the stranszest ceremonies, 
the protection of the great shark. They 
offer to him poultry and goats in order 
to satisfy his sacred ap petite: Bit this 
is nothing. An infant is every year 
to the monster, which has 
been feted and nourished for the sac- 
rifice from its birth to the age of ten. 
On the day of the fete it is bound to a 
post on a sandy point at low water. 
As the tide rises the child may utter 
cries of terror, but they are of no 
avail, as it is abandoned to the waves, 
and the sharks soon arrive to finish its

TAP EARTH’S INTERIOR HEAT. 


Costly Evperiment Made Neces- 
sary by Decreasing Coal Supply. 


Sir William Ramsay’s recent sug- 
gestion that the interior heat_of 
the earth might be tapped by means 
of a bore hole, is not exactly new. 
indeed, experiments have actually 
been undertaken with that end in 
view. 

One of the most important was 
carried out some years back by the 
Gerinan Government at a yee 
called Paruschowitz, in Silesia, 
when a depth of 9,572 feet was 
reached. Of course, the bore is of 
very slender dimensions, three feet 
six inches in diameter at the top, 
decreasing gradually to two feet s1x 
inches at the depth of one mile, at 
which it remains fur the rest of the 
distance. 

At La Chapelle is a bore of a si- 
milar kind, aid neourly as deep, 
constructed by the French Govern- 
ment for experimental purposes ; 
and another similar one exists eer 
Stavropol, in Southern Russia® 

In each case, it wae the original 
intention tw carry the bore much 
lower, but the expense was found 
tu be prelibitive, when contrasted 
with the prespective results. That 
is the worst of such work, After 
certain depth the cost increases 
by leaps and bounds, and the time 
eceupied lengthens proportionately. 

Thus, the Hon. Charles Parsons, 
vi turbine fame, who has made a 
special stugly of the question, esti- 
mates that to drill a hole ten miles 
deep through the earth’s crust 
wonld cost $25,000.000, and take 
ofits years

An Intricate Performance of Beauty 
and Restful Charm—Great 
Menumeunt. 


Mr. Lewis Harcourt, First Com- 
missioner of Works, announces 
that a large portion of the sculp- 
turg for the Queen Victoria memor!- 
ial; in St. James’ Park, London, 
England, is completed, and that ar- 
rangements have been made to be- 
gin fixing it as soon as possible. 


DREADNOUGHT OF STATUES. 


The great Queen’s monument, as 
Mr. Brock is executing it in the 
great circular space created and 
beautified by the art of Sir Aston 
Webb, will prove one great homo- 
geneous work of art; but, in an- 
other sense, it is many works of 
art—a vast artistic framework to 
include so many works of art that 
their conception and execution 
alone might have filled, creditably, 
half a busy man’s working life- 
time.
